Draft  Forum  held

Approximately  50  students 
assembled  in  G-Lobby  of  the 
Hammond  Building  on  Wednes- 
day, February  13,  at  2:30,  as  the 
SGA  Political  Action  Committee 
presented  a  forum  on  Draft 
Registration.  The  forum  was 
moderated  by  Dr.  Bill  Donahue, 
Dean  of  Students.  Although  the 
stated  purpose  of  the  forum  was  to 
review  existing  draft  laws  and 
possible  new  ones,  the  forum 
turned  into  a  debate  about  drafting 
and  war,  as  Professor  Edmund 
Thomas,  Jim  Carr,  and  Matt 
Kenslea  stated  their  views. 


In  what  seemed  like  a  political 
campaign,  Kenslea  began  by 
blasting  Carter,  oil  companies, 
presidential  hopeful  George  Bush, 
and  today's  youth.  He  claimed  that 
Carter  is  now  "hiding  behind  the 
draft"  due  to  the  failure  of  his 
policies.  Echoing  sentiments  that 
are  being  raised  at  college 
campuses  and  in  demonstrations 
across  the  country,  he  said  that 
American  youth  are  being  asked  to 
die  so  that  Exxon  can  get  higher 
profits.  He  continued  by  saying 
that  Bush's  idea  of  a  winnable 
nuclear  war  is  wrong. 

Kenslea's    hardest    criticism, 


however,  went  to  America's  youth. 
Citing  recent  examples,  he  told  of 
the  complacency  of  the  18-20  year 
olds:  "We  didn't  vote  in  the 
election  for  governor,  and  (King) 
decided  that  since  we  didn't  vote, 
he  could  raise  the  drinking  age." 
Using  the  drinking  age  as  an 
argument  against  the  draft,  he 
said,  "Die,  yes,  drink  no.  I  don't 
buy  it."  Kenslea  finished  by 
appealing  to  people  to  get 
involved,  vote,  and  write  to 
congressmen. 

Dr.  Thomas,  speaking  in  favor 
of  registration,  began  by  saying 
that  he  hates  war.  Comparing  war 
with  communism,  he  said  "I'd 
rather  die  than  lose  my  freedom." 

He  continued  by  criticizing  the 
current  volunteer  army,  calling  it 


"an  army  of  morons.  They're  too 
stupid  to  make  decisions,"  he 
complained. 

In  conclusion,  Thomas  summed 
up  his  argument  by  saying  that 
everyone  owes  something  to  this 
country,  whether  it  is  military  or 
alternative  service.  "If  we  can  help 
someone,  we  should,"  he  said. 

The  final  speaker  in  the  forum 
was  Jim  Carr,  a  Viet  Nam  veteran 
who  had  been  arrested  in  Boston 
for  anti-war  demonstrating  in 
1969. 

He  joined  the  army  on  the 
premise  of  getting  into  an 
educational  program  rather  than 
combat.  A  few  weeks  later,  he 
arrived  in  Vietnam,  only  to  find 
out  that  the  program  had  been 
phased  out.  Feeling  bitter  because 


he  had  been  in  combat  when 
unable  to  drink  or  vote  in 
Massachusetts,  he  presented  his 
case  with  emotion. 

"It  is  ignorance,  not  patriotism, 
to  get  into  war,"  he  said. 
Presenting  an  argument  similar  to 
Kenslea's,  he  blasted  oil  companies 
and  the  complacency  of  youth. 
"We  can't  be  willing  to  sit  by  and 
let  it  happen,"  he  added. 

Jim's  final  point  was,  by  far,  his 
strongest:  "Old  soldiers  never  die, 
only  the  young  ones  do."  From 
there,  the  debate  turned  into  a 
discussion  between  panel  members 
and  the  audience,  and  many 
different  views  were  expressed.  No 
matter  what  you  believe,  the 
emphasis  was  clear  for  all  of  us — 
get  involved.

Representatives  for  8  presi- 
dential hopefuls  spoke  in  Percival 
Auditorium  on  the  evening  of 
February  12  for  "Candidates' 
Night".  The  program  was 
organized  by  the  Political  Action 
Committee  of  the  SGA  to  foster 
political  awareness  in  the 
upcoming  Presidential  election  in 
November. 

Ten  Candidates  were  invited  by 
the  Committee  to  send  repre- 
sentatives. According  to  Matthew 
Kenslea,  program  moderator, 
Governor  Connally  and  Senator 
Dole  turned  down  the  invitation, 
but  the  remaining  8  -  Representa- 
tive John  Anderson,  former 
Ambassador  George  Bush, 
Governor  Jerry  Brown,  President 
Jimmy  Carter,  Congressman 
Philip  Crane,  former  Governor 
Ronald  Reagan,  Senator  Howard 
Baker,  and  Senator  Edward 
Kennedy,  were  represented  at 
the  program,  which  lasted  for 
nearly  three  hours. 

Each  speaker,  according  to  the 
Committee's  program  guidelines, 
was  given  20  minutes  to  present 
his  candidate's  platform.  The  7 
men  and  1  woman  presented  what 
seemed  to  be  primarily  issue- 
oriented  speeches  to  the  audience 
of  65  FSC  students  and  faculty. 
-  John  Anderson  - 

According  to  the  alphabetical 
order  of  candidate's  names,  Bill 
Satterly,  a  Harvard  law  student 
spoke  first  for  Representative 
Anderson  (R),  Satterly  expressed 
hopes  that  through  Anderson's 
election  a  reversal  in  party 
domination  in  favor  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  would  occur.  He  made 
continual  comparisons  between 
Anderson  and  Abraham  Lincoln, 
the  first  Republican  president 
elected. 

Satterly  said  that  Anderson  "is 
focusing  his  attention  on  the 
problems  that  face  this  country", 
such  as  inflation,  foreign  oil 
dependency,  and  economic 
competition  in  the  world  market 
place.  The  most  controversial  part 
of  Anderson's  platform  is  his 
proposed  50  cent  gasoline  surtax. 
The  surtax  is  proposed,  Satterly 
said,  because  "we  have  to  reduce 
our  dependence  on  foreign  oil."

David  Forsberg  spoke  next  for 
former  Ambassador  George  Bush 
(R).  In  an  energetic  voice,  he 


spoke  convincingly  of  the  Bush 
campaign  "building  a  coalition  in 
the  face  of  a  hostile  (Democratic) 
Congress." 

Forsberg  said  that  support  for 
Bush's  campaign  is  growing  by 
leaps  and  bounds  in  this  part  of 
the  country.  Tins  growth,  accord- 
ing to  Forsberg,  is  the  result  of  a 
"long,  hard  run"  on  the  part  of 
both  Bush  and  his  supporters. 
Forsberg  emphasized  that  by 
coalescing  the  Republican 
elements  of  New  England,  Bush 
"has  already  done  a  service  to 
this  state." 

-  Jerry  Brown  - 

Edward  Mcintyre,  who  identi- 
fied himself  as  an  area  high 
school  teacher,  and  an  "unpaid 
volunteer",  spoke  at  length  for 
Governor  Jerry  Brown's 
campaign.  Lashing  out  against 
President  Carter,  who  he 
described  as  "using  the  White 
House  as  a  fortress",  and  against 
the  "creative  ambiguity"  of 
Kennedy's  recent  speeches, 
Mcintyre  aggressively  expounded 
Brown's  "safe  energy  cam- 
paign". This  calls  for  "a  timely, 
orderly  phase-out  of  nuclear 
energy." 

He  cited  current  inflation  rates, 
ineffective  foreign  policies,  and  a 
lack  of  leadership  as  some  of  the 
many  reasons  why  Democrats 
should  vote  for  Brown  rather  than 
Carter  or  any  other  Democratic 
candidates.  Mcintyre  was  the 
only  speaker  who  received 
spontaneous  applause  from  the 
audience  during  his  speech,  when 
he  condemned  nuclear  power 
plants. 

-  President  Carter  - 

Stanley  Tobin,  a  Los  Angeles 
attorney,  followed  for  President 
Jimmy  Carter.  In  what  seemed  a 
surprisingly  aggressive  and 
eloquent  speech,  he  retorted  to 
Mclntyre's  attack  upon  Carter  by 
saying  "We  have  the  most 
maligned  and  the  most  under- 
rated President  today  than  we 
have  had  since  the  days  of  Harry 
Truman."  He  added,  "We  never 
insulted  each  other  in  the 
Democratic  Party  (in  those  days); 
we  let  the  Republicans  do  that." 
Tobin  called  for  a  "need  for 
sophistication"  within  the 
Democratic  party  and  generally, 
imploring  the  audience  "not  to 
follow  the  cliches  of  the  time" 


and  to  look  at  the  Presidential 
election  of  1980  "with  an 
historical  sense." 

Later,  questions  from  the  floor 
showed  that  the  audience  was 
unprepared  for  the  loudly 
delivered  speech  from  the 
California  attorney.  One  question 
addressed  to  Tobin  was  "Why  are 
you  so  hostile  to  this  audience?" 
which  elicited  laughs.  Tobin 
apologized  at  length  for  what 
seened  to  be  his  "hostility".  He 
said  it  was  a  reaction  "to  the  way 
the  President  was  attacked  prior 
to  my  speech."  Moderator 
Kenslea  had  to  remind  Tobin 
twice  that  he  had  reached  the 
time  limit  before  he  yielded  the 
floor. 

-  Philip  Crane  - 

In  contrast,  the  next  speaker, 
Bradford  Ely,  was  softspoken, 
and  his  speech  lasted  barely  5 
minutes.  Ely,  an  undergraduate 
economics  student  from  Babson 
College,  went  right  to  the  point  by 
asking  rhetorically  "Why  are  we 
no  longer  the  most  influential 
nation  on  earth?" 

He  proposed  that  Congressman 
Philip  Crane  (I)  has  economic 
solutions  for  the  problem  of 
balancing  the  federal  budget,  and 
is  "logical  and  consistent  in  his 
plans  and  goals."  He  quoted 
Crane  as  saying  "I  would  rather 
stand  on  my  principles  and  lose. 


Kennedy  takes 
mock  primary 


Is  it  a  mockery?  One  hundred 
and  seventy-eight  students  don't 
seem  to  think  so. 

A  half  page  ad  in  the  Rhetoric, 
daily  announcements  on  the 
campus  center  PA,  posters  and 
candidate  stands  in  G-lobby,  were 
part  of  the  effort  to  inform  the 
students  of  the  mock  primary. 

One  of  the  major  goals  of  the 
mock  primary  was  to  get  an  idea  of 
where  the  candidates  stood  from 
the  FSC  students  point  of  view.  I 
asked  Matt  Kenslea,  chairman  of 
the  Political  Action  Committee, 
"Why  a  mock  primary?" 

"Somebody  has  to  do 
something.  People  seem  to  get 
involved,  but  not  over  involved, 
there's  nothing  wrong  with  that. 
The    mock   primary   was   to   get 


people  interested.  To  get  people  to 
Know  who's  running  for  President, 
these  candidates  want  to  run  our 
country  forthe  next  fouryears;  run 
our  lives.  Most  of  them  now  are 
speaking  one  way  or  another  about 
the  draft,  which  is  definitely  us,  it 
mutually  concerns  all  of  us.  A  lot 
of  these  candidates  are  in  favor  of 
the  draft  and  they're  not  saying  it 
too  loud." 

What  the  mock  primary  turned 
out  to  be  was  a  quick  blanket  poll, 
taken  during  an  average  day  in  the 
campus  center,  the  turnout  was  a 
little  lower  than  the  PAC  had 
counted  on,  which  leads  us  to  other 
questions.  How  involved  do  we 
become?  How  aware  do  we  want  to 
be?

-  Ronald  Reagan  - 

After  Ely.  repiescntative  Tom 
Brennan  outlined  former  Gover- 
nor Ronald  Reagan's  (R) 
platform.  Reagan's  philosophy, 
according  to  Brennan,  is  that 
"Limited  government  allows  each 
individual  the  most  freedom." 
The  level  at  which  government 
should  operate  the  most  is  the 
local  level,  i.e.,  the  town  meeting, 
which  is  "closest  to  the  pure 
democracy  of  the  Greeks." 

Brennan  cited  Reagan  as 
having  had  "successful 
experience  as  an  effective  execu- 
tive officer,"  which  he  claims  is 
unique  among  the  other  new 
candidates  for  office.  As  an 
independent  voter,  Brennan 
appealed  to  the  independents  as 
well  as  the  Republicans,  for 
support  of  Reagan's  campaign. 
-  Howard  Baker  • 

Jay  Wickliff  began  by  apologiz- 
ing for  being  late.  He  said  that  he 
was  trying  to  juggle  speaking 
engagements  for  several  Baker 
supporters  down  with  the  flu. 

Wickliff  spent  several  minutes 
admonishing  the  audience  to  do 
more  than  "be  a  spectator"  in 
government.  "Don't  just  sit  and 
watch  the  parade  go  by,"  he  said, 
encouraging  the  students  to  vote. 

He  emphasized  that  Baker's 
main  concerns  reflect  "certain 


conservative  views  that  have  been 
right  all  along:  strong  national 
defense,  and  a  limit  on  national 
power  and  spending."  He  called 
Baker  "a  new  conservative"  who 
believes  that  "racial  injustice  is 
intolerable."  He  added  that 
"Howard  Baker  represents  a  new 
force  at  work  in  the  world  today, 
known  as  nationalism." 

-  Edward  Kennedy  - 

Gigi  Gansler,  a  college  student. 
is  New  England  Issues  Coordina- 
tor for  Senator  Edward  Kennedy 
(D).  She  addressed  issues  parti- 
cularly concerning  college 
students  in  America  today. 

"Inflation,"  she  said,  "has 
impacted  heavily  on  college 
students.  Tuitions  have  increased 
dramatically."  She  said  that 
Kennedy  "shares  the  concerns  of 
the  young,  and  he  has  fought  to 
protect  their  rights. ' ' 

Gansler  cited  Kennedy's  anti- 
inflation  plans,  mandatory  wage- 
price  control  proposal,  and 
national  health  care  plan  as  parti- 
cularly important  to  the  life  of 
college  students.  She  added  that 
"Senator  Kennedy  has  always 
opposed  peacetime  reinstatement 
of  registration  and  the  draft. 

A  question  and  answer  period 
followed  the  speeches.  At  10  p.m. 
the  questions  concluded  and 
Kenslea  thanked  the  representa- 
tives for  speaking.

When  Drew  Pearson  said  that  a 
reporter  ". . .  must  be  the  eyes,  ears 
and  nose  of  the  American  people," 
did  he  mean  a  reporter  should 
sway  public  opinion  to  the 
candidate  of  his  choice?  Probably 
not,  but  the  Nashua  Telegraph 
Presidential  Forum  Debate 
between  Ronald  Reagan  and 
George  Bush  was  an  extreme 
example  of  that  type  of  subjective 
journalism. 

Ronald  Reagan  grabbed  the 
headlines  by  abruptly  taking  the 
floor  from  moderator  John  Green, 
exclaiming  "I  am  paying  for  this!" 
He  said  that  it  was  illegal  for  the 
Nashua  Telegraph  to  pay  for  it.  He 
asked  Howard  Baker,  John 
Anderson,  Robert  Dole,  and 
Philip  Crane  to  come  onto  the 
stage.

This  next  question  was  not  only 
stupid,  it  was  one  of  the  five 
muckraking  questions  asked  of 
Bush.  Reagan  was  not  asked  any 
embarrassing  questions  about 
himself.  In  1970,  there  was  some 
questions  about  funds  allegedly 
not  accounted  for  by  the  Bush 
campaign  workers.

SGA 


The  Student  Government  Association  is  run 
solely  by  the  students  of  Fitchburg  State.  The 
students,  who  have  been  elected  to  various  class 
and  government  representative  positions,  have  a 
definite  responsibility  to  both  the  student  body 
and  the  association  itself. 

Once  elected,  the  officers  are  required  to  spend 
one  hour  of  their  time  running  the  S.G.  A.  office 
which  is  located  down  the  hall  from  the  Union 
Stop  entrance  in  the  Campus  Center. 

The  office  provides  many  services  for  F.S.C. 
students  such  as  IBM  copying  service,  any 
student  may  have  copies  made  by  an  Officer 
during  office  hours.  The  charge  for  each  copy  is 
five  cents;  one-half  the  cost  of  the  machines  in  the 
Library.  Also  provided  by  SGA  is  a  stamp 
service.  Postage  stamps  can  be  purchased  in  any 
amount  by  students.  The  service  was  the  result  of 
discussion  during  a  student  government 
committee  meeting.  The  members  of  the  Student 
Welfare  committee,  which  along  with  other  SGA 
committees,  meet  every  other  Tuesday  night  after 
regular  government  meetings.  The  members 
recognized  the  fact  that  the  stamp  machine  had 
been  out  of  order  during  most  of  last  semester.  In 
hopes  of  relieving  this  problem,  the  committee 
decided  to  initiate  the  selling  of  1 5  cent  stamps 
through  the  office.  This  and  other  services  are 
created  for  all  students  to  benefit  from.  Don't  be 
afraid  to  take  advantage  of  them.  The  office  also 
sells  spirit  masters  for  ten  cents  and  provides  a 
mimeograph  service  for  them.  A  manual 
typewriter  is  available  for  students  to  use  during 


regular  office  hours. 

The  officers  participate  in  government 
meetings  which  are  held  every  Tuesday  night  at 
6:30  in  G04;  the  meeting  room  is  connected  to  the 
G-lobby.  Any  FSC  student  is  more  than  welcome 
to  attend  these  meetings.  Motions  are  made  and 
discussed  during  these  meetings  which  concern 
students  and  the  college  itself.  The  Council  would 
like  to  initiate  a  publication  of  the  discussion 
during  these  meetings.  Therefore,  every  issue  of 
the  Rhetoric  will  carry  a  report  of  the  motions 
and  other  pertinent  information  that  can  inform 
students  of  what  has  resulted  during  these 
meetings. 

At  the  meeting  on  February  19,  there  was 
much  discussion.  Matt  Kenslea  and  Joe  Sweet 
made  a  motion  (#58)  to  recommend  to  President 
Mara  that  a  modification  concerning  the 
admission  to  the  Union  Stop  be  added  to  the 
present  rules.  The  concern  lies  with  entrance  to 
the  pub  with  an  out-of-state  license.  Makers  of 
this  motion  feel  that  out-of-state  FSC  students  be 
allowed  admission  to  the  Union  Stop  with  ther 
home  state  drivers  license  and  a  valid  FSC  ID 
card,  rather  than  be  rquired  to  produce  a  Mass. 
State  drivers  license  or  a  Mass.  state  ABC  card. 
The  SGA  approved  the  sending  of  a  letter  to 
President  Mara  expressing  our  concern  over  this 
issue.  Students  on  the  Campus  Center  Advisory 
Board  also  recommend  this  change. 

We  hope  that  an  interest  will  be  expressed  in 
informing  students  of  Government  meetings,  as 
this  will  become  a  regular  article  in  the  Rhetoric.

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Opening  Night  at  Union  Stop

On  the  eve  of  February  1 1  the 
Campus  Center  Pub  reopened  its 
doors  to  the  over-20  population  of 
FSC  sporting  a  new  name.  The 
Union  Stop  conveys  a  totally 
different  image  from  its 
predecessor  the  Pub  and  has  a 
great  deal  to  offer  FSC. 

When  asked  how  he  envisions 
the  Union  Stop,  Manager  Raoul 
Rebillard  replied,  'This  is  a  social 
gathering  place  where  people  can 
sit  and  talk  sometimes  and  have  a 
good  loud  time  others." 

Variation  is  the  big  advantage 
that  The  Union  Stop  holds  over 
the  Pub.  The  Union  Stop  presents 
different  forms  of  activities  every 
night  ranging  from  Big  Screen  TV 
on  Monday  to  Live  Entertainment 
on  Friday.  Tuesday  night  is 
devoted  to  Video  Visions,  which 
are  essentially  the  same  special 
video  tape  presentations  that  are 
shown  at  other  points  around 
campus.  Thursday  is  described  as 
"Just  Us  Folks".  When  asked  to 
elaborate  on  that  point,  Rebillard 
commented,  'It's  nothing  special, 
sort  of  a  night  to  get  together  for 
friends."  Saturday  night  is  listed  as 
"Open"  for  certain  special  events 
such  as:  The  Better  Late  Than 
Never  New  Year's  Eve  Party, 
which  was  held  on  February  23. 


Dean  Donahue  was  in 
attendance  for  a  short  time  on 
opening  night.  When  asked  why 
the  renovations  took  so  long  to  be 
completed,  he  answered,  "Between 
funding  and  bureaucracy  at  the 
state  level,  a  major  project  can  take 
up  to  seven  years  from  start  to 
finish."  Rebillard  added  to  the 
Dean's  words  by  commenting,  "It 
could  have  taken  longer,  possibly 
until  next  September!" 

Quite  a  few  students  were 
exercising  their  drinking  rights  on 
opening  night.  When  asked  what 
his  first  impressions  of  The  Union 
Stop  were,  Garnet  Ricks  said,  "It's 
neat,  but  plain  except  for  the  wall 
with  the  framed  pictures.  The  wall 
where  the  mural  used  to  be  really 
needs  something."  Cheryl 
Howarth  added,  "I  think  it  will 
take  a  while  to  really  become 
something." 

Heather  Eichkern  commented, 
"It's  a  great  way  for  students  to  get 
together,  it's  been  missing  for  so 
long." 

Many  other  students  inter- 
viewed seemed  to  feel  that 
something  should  be  done  so  that 
the  under  20  population  can  be 
included  in  activities  at  The  Union 
Stop.  The  20-year-old  drinking 
age  effectively  divides  the  campus 
in   half.    Rebillard  answered  this 


plea  by  stating,  "Under  20-year- 
olds  can  only  be  admitted  on 
Wednesday  nights  and  to  Coffee 
Houses,  both  nights  no  alcohol  can 
be  served." 

The  Union  Stop  also  offers 
Regular  Line  Service  from  6-10 
p.m.  which  includes  such  items  as: 
Freight  Car  (plain  cheese  pizza), 
Extra  Baggage  (cheese,  pepperoni, 
hamburg,  mushroom  toppings), 
Fitchburger,  and  Commuter 
(cheese  and  crackers).  Also  on  the 
menu  is  an  assortment  of  non- 
alcoholic drinks,  draft  beer  and 
wine.     . 

Now  that  it  is  very  clear  that  The 
Union  Stop  is  alive  and  well  at 
Fitchburg  State,  bring  two  forms 
of  ID  and  see  for  yourself.
